5-Year Research Plan 
Set to Better Defense 


The Defense Agency has 
worked out a basic blueprint 
for its five-year technical re- 
search plan to bring. the Japa- 
nese defense technique up to 
the international level. 


»-The- blueprint envisages lease 
of the Honest John rocket 
launcher, the Nike guided mis- 
sile and other modern weapons 
from the United States and im- 
port of superior arms and equip- 
ment from other countries. 

The Agency is intending to 
complete drafting of a final plan 
on the basis of the blueprint by 
the end of August and present 
it, together with a six-year de- 
fense buildup program, to the 
National Defense Council. 

The blueprint estimates that 
the planned five-year research 
schéme, effective from the cur- 
rent fiscal year, will require a 


total of some ¥24,500 million to 
implement, 


The biueprint cails for induc-

An authoritative source’ of 
the Defense Agency said that 
the announcement made by the 
U.S. Defense Department would 
have no direct effect on the 
program to increase Japan’s 
Defense Force strength. 


The same source holds the 
view that the United States, 
adopting the “new look” strate- 
gy, will be able to ready its 
highly mobile forces stationed 
in Japan for action in time for 


any emergency, even if they}, 


are placed under the Command- 
er in Chief, Pacific, with head- 
quarters located in Hawaii. 


The same source pointed out

Hatoyama’s Retirement 


“Prime Minister Hotoyama’s 
retirement is just a matter of 
time, so don’t try and rout him. 
Let him retire gracefully.” 

“No, if we were to slacken 
our efforts to overthrow him, 
he might well fight back at us.” 

This is part of a converSsa- 
tion that took place a few days 
ago between a former minister 
of the Hatoyama Cabinet and a 
leader of the Yoshida faction. 
This exchange of words puts 
into a nutshell the situation at 
present existing within the 
Liberal-Democratic Party. 

At’ any rate, the almost 
unanimous opinion among poli- 
tical observers is that Prime 
Minister Hatoyama’s retirement 
will probably materialize be- 
fore the extraordinary session 
of the Diet this fall. 


However, if the Soviet-Japan 
negotiations should continue 
until then without agreement 
or rupture, it is likely that 
Hatoyama’s retirement will be 
delayed accordingly. But that 
probability is slight, since all 
the arguments have long since 
been exhausted at the Matsu- 
moto-Malik and Kono-Bulganin 
talks. 

Hatovama says he is willing 
to step down at any such time 
as a suitable man is found to 
replace him—but these are 
words that were ysed only too 


often by former Prime Minister 
Yoshida. 

Whether Hatoyama is able to 
retire gracefully depends on 
two conditions. One is the prog- 
ress of the Japan-Soviet talks 
and the other is whether Hato- 
yama will be capable of raising 
up a successor with his own 
hands. 

It is yet too early to regard 
Foreign Minister Shigemitsu’s 
acceptance of the plenipoten- 
tiary job as proof of his will- 
ingness to conform to’ Hato- 
yama’s policy to bring about an 
early settlement of the Japan- 
Soviet issue. 

When Shigemitsu was offered 
the job, Kenzo Matsumura 
urged him to resign his post of 
Foreign Minister while Tadao 
Oasa recommended him to ac- 
cept. And as usual Shigemitsu 
fell in with Oasa’s advice. 

This fact by itself would 
make it seem that Shigemitsu 
accepted the _ plenipotentiary 
job because he had made up 
his mind to follow the Hato- 
yama policy. But Shigemitsu’s 
character is not so simple as 
that. 

He is about to embark on the 
Moscow negotiations with his 
future political position care- 
fully in mind. It is quite likely 
that, at the bottom of his heart, 
he too feels there is no alterna-

WASHINGTON, July 19 
(INS)—President Eisenhower 
said today the “grossly unjust 
exclusion” of Japan from the 
United Nations should be 
“promptly rectified,” and 
urged also admission for 
Korea and Vietnam. Scoring 
the USSR for its use of the 
veto over new members, 
Eisenhower said any qualified 
nations “should be admitted 
without delay.” 


NEW YORK, July 19 (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—The Western powers 
are expected to renew their d-- 
mand for Japan’s admission to 
the United Nations when the 
Security Council meets tomor- 
row to clear the way for Moroc- 
can membership. 

Observers said today that de- 
bate was likely to follow the 
pattern set on Feb. 6 when the 
Council approved Sudan’s ap- 
plication and then heard West- 
ern delegates repeat their ap- 
peal for Japan’s admission too. 

The Soviet Union stood firm 
on its attitude that Japan could 
not be admitted unless Outer 
Mongolia’s application were also 
approved. 

Arkady Sobolev, the Soviet 
delegate, asserted that Britain, 
France, the United States and 
Australia were all out of order 
in raising the Japanese issue. 

If the West again presses the 
Japanese claim tomorrow Sobo- 
lev is expected to renew the 
Soviet position that only Na- 
tionalist China’s veto of Outer 
Mongolia prevented the Far 
Eastern power’s admission with 
the other states in an 18-nation 
“package deal” submitted at the 
last assembly. 

The assembly finally admit- 
ted 16; omitting Japan and Outer 
Mongolia. 

Sobolev said at the Council 
meeting on Sudan that his 
country was ready to consider 
admitting Japan and Outer Mon- 
golia if other members consider- 
ed “there was no longer any 
obstacle to both.” 

Sentiment in the United Na- 
tions is overwhelmingly in favor 
of Japanese membership herald- 
ing the postwar resumption of 
her key role in the Far East 
and world affairs.

Sohyo Plans 
Spring Fight 
OnWage,Law 


The 3,000,000-strong General 
Council of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo), the largest labor organ- 
ization in Japan, has. decided 
on a policy to organize an ex- 
tensive wage increase struggle 
next spring aimed at the estab- 
lishment of a ¥8,000 minimum 
wage system and the legislation 
of a home labor law. 

This struggle is scheduled to 
be participated in by both Gov- 
ernment and public workers 
unions and unions of private 
enterprises.

Gaimusho Told

A Foreign Office spokes- 
man said yesterday he was 
given to understand there 
would be no immediate 
major change  in_ the 
Strength of the U.S. troops 
here after the proposed 
abolition of the Far East 
Command in Japan. 


The Foreign Office was in- 
formally notified by the Secu- 
rity Forces authorities of the 
big overhaul of the U.S. mii'- 
tary commands before it was 
announced yesterday by the 
Pentagon. 


The spokesman . expressed 
the belief the headquarters of 
the U.S. command in Japan 
would continue to function at 
Pershing Heights, the present 
site of the FEC Command head- 
quarters. 


It was believed, however, 
that FEC Commander Gen. L. 
L. Lemnitzer and his aides 
would leave Tokyo when the 
command reshuffle takes effect 
next July 1. 


An authoritative source’ of 
the Defense Agency said that 
the announcement made by the 
U.S. Defense Department would 
have no direct effect on the 
program to increase Japan's 
Defense Force strength. 


The same source holds the 
view that the United | States, 
adopting the “new look” strate- 
gy, will be able to ready its 
highly mobile forces stationed 
in Japan for action in time for 
any emergency, even if they 
are placed under the Command- 
er in Chief, Pacific, with head- 
quarters located in Hawaii. 


The same source pointed out 
that the new command struc- 
ture reshuffle might be related 
:o the United States program 
to. curtail military expendi- 
tures, and added that there is 
a possibility that this may be 
politically utilized in this coun- 
try. 

Meanwhile, Secretary - Gen- 
eral Nobusuke Kishi of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party. de- 
clared that the Japanese people 
should welcome this statement 
although it concerns the inter- 
nal question of command struc- 
ture of the United States De- 
fense Department. 


SecretaryGeneral Inejiro 
Asanuma of the Socialist Party 
said: “I heartily welcome this 
announcement as the Socialists 
desired that the United States 
forces withdraw from Japan as 
early as possible when Japan 
acquired complete § independ- 
ence.”

“Prime Minister Hotoyama’s 
retirement is just a matter of 
time, so don’t try and rout him.

some Japanese, but was based 
entirely on a desire to con- 
solidate military command in 
the vast Central and Western 
Pacific areas.

WASHINGTON, July 19 . 
—United Nations Com- 
mand headquarters will be 
moved from Japan to Ko- 
rea and the U.S. Far East 
Command in Tokyo abo- 
lished under a consolida- 
tion plan announced by the 
U.S. Defense Department. 


The consolidation, scheduled 
to take effect July 1, 1957, will 
make Adm, Felix Stump, head- 
quartered at Honolulu, the 
supreme American military Su- 
thority in the entire Pacific 
and Far East. 

Purpose of the consolidation, 
the Defense Department said, 
is “to simplify the command 


and organization” of all USS. 
forces in the  Pacific-Asian 
areas. 


The Pentagon statement said 
all U.S. military forces. remain- 
ing in Japan will come under 
command of Adm. Stump in 
Hawaii. Although the an- 
nouncement said there would 
be no major changes in. the 
deployment of American 
forces in the Far East as a re- 
sult of the command modifica- 
tion, the downgrading of the 
United Nations Command and 
its removal to Korea will have 
the effect of reducing the num- 
ber of American servicemen in 
} Japan. 


The Defense Department said 
the United -Nations Command, 
one of the two major jubs now 
held by Gen. Lyman L. Lemnit- 
zer, will be retained as a separ- 
ate major command when_ its 
headquarters are relocated in 
Korea, “because of the un- 
resolved political-military situa- 
tion which has resulted only in 
a suspension of hostilities and 
a state of truce” in Korea. 


In Tokyo, the Far East Com- 
mand said the more thamell 
months advance notice Was in- 
tended to give everyone. best 
possible chance to make ‘plans 
for the big transfer. The com- 
mand said the change had been 
under. consideration for some- 
time and was further discussed 
when Gen. Lemnitzer went to 
Washington several weeks.ago. 


It is believed Lemnitzer will 
probably complete his normal 
tour of duty in the Far East 
by the time the change takes 
place. 


The Pentagon said that a les- 
ser headquarters will be set up 
in Japan to administer U.S. 
forces remaining in that ‘coun- 
try. The Army now has one 
division and support units in 
Japan and the Air Force and 
the Navy e@iso maintain forces 
and bases in that country. The 
Defense Department said the 
consolidation will leave combat 
units about where they are now. 

A future Korea commander 
would also have a U.N. title, 
but the U.N. Command Military 
Armistice Commission which 
deals with the Communists at 
Panmunjom would probably be 
under the Pacific Commander 
in Hawaii, officers here said. 

The biggest mystery in the 
changeover was the role of the 
Air Force. The Air Force has 
urged a strong single Pacific 
Command since the Tachens 
crisis early in 1955. Some aiz- 
men wanted the command. for 
the Air Force but others have 
urged any service command 
that would give unity in the 
Far East. 

As it is now the Western 
Pacific is split between two au- 
thorities—the Far East Com- 
mand with its Far East Air 
Forces, and Navy's Pacific Com- 
mand. The boundary lies -be- 
tween Okinawa and Taiwan and 
air commanders felt this. was 
a dangerous division of autho- 
ity in the face of the unified 
Communists on the mainland, 

“No major changes in the de- 
ployment of U.S. armed forces 
in this area are contemplated 
as a result of this action,.” the 
statement said.

In Trunk Murder Case 


Police spread a nationwide 
dragnet yesterday for Ikutaro 
Nishitani, the suspected killer 
of a missing factory treasurer 
whose putrefied body was 
found inside a trunk in 4 
deserted house in Tokyo's north- 
western suburbs Wednesday 
afternoon, 

The dead man was identified 
as Sasoji Komatsu, 60, a trea- 
surer of the Ota Manufacturing 
Plant in Magome, who was Tre 
ported missing since he drew 
out ¥830,000 from the com 
pany’s bank account on June 
27, Nishitani was also known 
to have disappeared around this 
date. 

An autopsy 
matsu had been 
20 days. 

The gruesome murder came 
to light on a tipoff from a tricy- 
cle driver who told police 
Tuesday he had just hauled a 
reeking duralumin trunk for a 
young couple from the Hojuso 
Apartment in Shinagawa to @ 
new house in front of logi 
Station on the Seibu Line. 

Officers searched the premises 
and found the rotten corpse in- 
side a trunk hidden beneath 
the flooring of the tiny house. 

The tricycle driver, Junichi 
Ohashi, said he felt something 
was fishy ‘ecause the trunk 
was unusually heavy and gave 
off a rotten smell, 

Residents near the wooden 
shack where the corpse was 
found, said a couple who gave 
thelr name as Kobayashi moved 
into the house on Monday but 
disappeared Wedriesday after- 
noon after announcing they 
would be gone for a few days. 


The room in the Shinagawa 
apartment where the trunk was 
originally kept had been rented 
by a young man under name 
of Kimura. He also was report- 
ed missing for the past three 
days. 

Officers pieced together 
these bits of information and 
pinned their suspicion on 
Nishitani, a former treasurer of 
the Ota factory, who was be- 


showed that Ko 
dead at least 


lieved to have used false names 
in staging the daring murder 
for ¥380,000. 

Nishitani was known to have 
been going steady with the 
slain man after he was. fired by 
the Ota Factory last fall for 
chiseling, 

Meanwhile, police have also 
flashed instructions throughout 
the country to arrest Nishi- 
tani’s mistress, Kimiko Ohashi, 
23, as a suspected accomplice, 
She -was reportedly seen with 
the suspected killer about the 
time when the murder was 
presumably committed. 

Police believe that Nishitani 
took his mistress, Ohashi, on a 
sight-seeing tour of west Japan 
after slaying Komatsu. and 
taking the money which the 
victim had drawn from’ a 
bank. The couple returned to 
Tokyo around July 13, the 
police presume, and carried the 
trunk into the vacant house 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Wednesday afternoon, the 
Atami Police ‘questioned the 
maids of the Amanoya Hotel in 
Atami, a famous _hotspring 
resort, where the couple had 
stayed overnight together with 
their victim from the afternoon 
of June 29. The maidservants 
told police that the couple said 
Komatsu was their uncle. 

Meanwhile, police received a 
new tipoff from a camera store 
in Suginami yesterday after- 
noon. The store had reportedly 
received a phone call from Ni- 
shitani Wednesday afternoon 
about some film he had pre- 
viously left there to be devel- 
oped, — 

This led the police to believe 
that the couple had been hid- 
ing somewhere in Tokyo up to 
Wednesday afternoon. 

However, they suspect that 
the couple fled from Tokyo that 
night. 

Meanwhile, an autopsy con- 
ducted yesterday morning, re- 
vealed that Komatsu’s stomach 
contained potassium cyanide, 
Police believe, therefore, that 
the victim had been poisoned.

Lawyer Is Hopeful 
In Gauntlett Case 


The lawyer defending John 
Owen Gauntlett in the latter's 
appeal to annul his Japanese 
nationality told The Japan 
Times yesterday that he is 
hopeful in putting through 
Gauntlett’s appeal despite the 
Supreme Court’s decision Wed- 
nesday which turned back the 
case again to the Tokyo Higher 
Court. 

Ko Okamura, co-lawyer for 
Gauntlett said that the Supreme 
Court didn’t give any verdict 
on the case in its decision. on 
Wednesday but simply turned 
the, case back to the Tokyo 
Higher Court for re-trial. And 
in his opinion, the Tokyo 
Higher Court will uphold Gaunt- 
lett’s. stand as before and in 
all likelihood the Justice Minis- 
try wouldn’t bring the case 
again to the Supreme Court. 

It all started in 1948 when 
Gauntlett filed a complaint 
against the State seeking nullifi- 
cation of his Japanese national- 
ity which he gained during the 
war “under duress” of the 
thought police. He took this 
action because he found out. he 
could be prosecuted by British 
courts for treason because he 
gained naturalization in an 
enemy State in war time. 

The defendant’s argument was 
that the defunct Nationality 
Law of Japan prescribed that 
only those who have no nation- 
ality or who have their mer 
nationality duly nullified can: be- 
come naturalized in Japan and 


which was not the case with’ 


Gauntlett. Because, they main- 
tained, an English court decid- 
ed in 1930 in the case of Rex V. 
Lynch, that a British subject 
who becomes naturalized in a 
foreign state at war with Britain 
does not cease thereby to be a 
British subject. 3 

The Supreme Court said. al- 
though there might have been 
some errors in the Justice Min- 
istry’s granting naturalization 
to Gaumntlett but once it was 
done it stands effective and 
could not be nullified unless 
the outcome was very serious. 

The vote by the Supreme 
Court to turn the case back to 
the. Tokyo Higher Court was 
eight to seven, and the minor- 
ity included Chief Justice Ko- 
taro Tanaka.

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The Three Elements in Woodcuts 


By ELISE GRILLI

This seems to be the right 
‘moment to clarify various terms 
and procedures pertaining to 
the venerable art of the Japa- 
nese woodcut print, as they 
crop up in these columns with 
increasing frequency. The en- 
tire gamut of this art, from 
the most traditional to the most 
modern, and from violent in- 
dividualism to commercial level- 
headedness, happens to be on 
view within a few blocks of 
Tokyo streets, an unusual con- 
centration even for this omni- 
present and ever-bubbling art 
form. 


Problem Same 


The basic problem today is 
still the same as it was in the 
“golden age” of the woodcut 
print at the end of the 18th 
century—namely how to com- 
bine artistic finesse with a 
maximum of circulation. The 
perfect answer involves great 
artists, fine craftsmen to print 
the artists’ every indication and 
nuance, and a wide public ap- 
preciation on a high level of 
taste, which allows large edi- 
tions at a correspondingly low 
price. 


These three factors of crea- 
tivity, multiplication, and re- 
fined consumption are obvious- 
ly not easily held in balance. 
It is one of the great glories of 
Japanese art history that such 
a balance was maintained for 
about 100 years, from about 
1750 to 1850. Cheap and pop- 
ular as today’s movie posters 
or comic strips were the wood- 
cuts of old Edo. Now they are 
jewels in museums and in pri- 
vate collections. 


How good were these “ukiyo-e 
hanga” or prints of common 
life, and how much fine crafts- 
menship went into their large 
editions can still be seen in 
the work put out today by the 
Adachi Institute. This group 
of workmen: proceeds exactly 
in the same manner as did the 
‘printers who produced the orig: 
inals of the great masters who 
are now being re-issued. 


Secret of Cheapness 


Mass-production with finesse is 
the secret which makes it possi- 
ble to sell a new Hokusai print 
of high quality for ¥400. Pre- 
sumably if a livfhg artist of 
Similar caliber were to awaken 
a large pibttc, the price 
would drop still further and an- 
other “golden age” would be in 
progress. 

Until then, the Adachi people

tent to reprint the old masters 
at a very high level of mass pro- 
duction. They also assemble 
these reprints of classics into 
fine albums with scholarly text. 

‘The Watanabe workship still 
retains the ancient craftsman- 
ship and aims at a_ revival 
through slow nurturing of new 
artists. Downstairs in this vener- 
able shop are the reprints and 
the originals (at a price) of the 
historic giants; upstairs, at the 
end of every month, is a show 
of the young hopefuls. 


Lack Collaboration 
If any of these new people 


ever “catch on” to the public’s 


interest in the way that Hiro- 
shige did, the procedure stands 
ready to multiply the edition 
and to divide the price. Here 
is a real possibility of a new 
popular art at low price, with- 
out any lowering of quality. 
The one remaining danger is 
the occasional tendency to let 
the printer’s skill attempt effects 
that belong more properly to 
water color paintings, 


In other words, there is not 
yet the intimate collaboration of 
designer and printer, which al- 
lowed Utamaro to hand over a 
drawing and some color nota- 
tions and to look over the shoul- 
ders of the gravers and printers 
who did the rest. A real wood- 
cut is not born when a finished 
painting is translated onto a 
block by the legerdemain of a 
virtuoso printer, 


All these drawbacks: led the 
most vigorously creative of 
printmaskers to sacrifice im- 
mediate popularity and profit 
and to complete with their 
own two hands the whole proc- 
ess from the conception to 
final print. Shiko Munakata is 
one of the most vital and ex: 
pressive of the artists ot 
“sosaku hanga,” who proudly 
label their work as “self: 
carved and self-printed.” 


Prints on Order 


At this moment he is also 
one of the most renowned in 
this group, for he has just been 
honored with a prize at the 
Venice’ Biennale. Munakata, 
like the other artists of this 
conviction, makes one “epreuve 
d’artiste” and then prints only 
at the direct order of a buyer. 
No two prints are ever exactly 
alike and much of the coloring 
is added by brush. 

“Certain effects can never be 
repeated; less so in the case of 
Munakata than in the work of 
others who, like Onchi, pro- 
duced veritable monoprints. 
Such artists use the method of 
the woodcut to achieve certain 
pictorial effects that are valu- 
able for expressive reasons, but 
they sacrifice the _ essential 
idea of any print, namely, the 
power of multiple production 
and of popular distribution. 

The woodcut print in Japan 
today flourishes at various 
levels of price and of popularity 
—except the one that makes for 
“ukiyo-e” in its best and most 
complete form, It has not been 
able to recombine the three ele- 
ments mentioned awhile back: 
creativity of design, fine crafts- 
manship for multiplication, and 
a wide public of discriminating 
taste. To borrow Lincoln's 
phrase—it is not yet an art of 
the people, by the people, for 


the people. 
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resses made by top Japanese designers 
art and handicraft works will be among the articles to be displayed at Japanese sample fairs 
scheduled to be held in Peiping and Shanghai this autumn.

U.S. Senate Resolution 
On Textiles Adopted 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (Kyo-! 
do-UP)—The Senate adopted a 
resolution yesterday urging 
President Eisenhower to consi- 
der restricting imports of tex- 
tiles which cause distress to 
parts of America’s textile in- 
dustry. | 

Some Senators, however, ex- 
pressed fear it would drive 
Japan into the arms of Red 
China. 


The resolution expressed con- 
cern over the “acute distress” 
in some sections of the U.S. 
textile industry. 

It urged the President to give 
immediate consideration to the 
impact of textile imports to 
determine whether import con- 
trols should be imposed. 

The resolution, sponsored by 
Sen. Frederick G. Payne, also 
instructed the Tariff Commission 
to speed up its probe of textile 
Imports.

The mission, comprised of 
representatives of five Japanese 
trading firms engaged in import- 
ing rice from the Chinese main- 
land, returned to Tokyo by. JAL 
plane via Hongkong after a 
month’s visit to Red China. 


Kazuo Moriyasu, president of 
Dalichi Trading Company and 
leader of the mission, told the 
press at the airport that con- 
tracts were concluded for the 
import of 30,000 tons of Chang- 
shu rice at £51 per ton FOB 
and 30,000 tons of Canton rice at 
£41 per ton. 


In talks with officials of the 
Red Chinese Food and Oils and 
Fats Export Corporation, Mori- 
yasu said Red China expressed 
the desire to conclude a long- 
term agreement on exporting 
rice to Japan. 


Under a long-range contract, 
China could sell more than 500,- 
000 tons of rice to Japan a vear, 
he said, 

In exchange for the rice, 
Chira wanted to buy cement 
and other materials necessary 
for construction, he added. .

STOPS PAIN IMMEDIATELY 
AND IS SAFE AND HARMLESS 
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Atomic Mission to Britain 


An’ important mission is to leave Japan shortly for 
Britain, where its members will spend a couple of months 
studying British efforts toward the accomplishment of the 
application of atomic energy for industrial uses. 


Britain has become an enviable leader in this field, and? 


Japan, which hopes to have atom-generated power within 
10 years, believes that a mission of this sort will be able 
to profit from British experience and, by seeing atomic 
energy actually applied to industrial uses, will be capable 
of giving a fresh lead to developments here. 

The nine men selected to go to Britain appear eminently 
qualified. Industrial leaders and scientists, they are all 
persons highly knowledgeable in matters pertaining to the 
use and development of atomic energy. The choice of 
Mr. Ichiro Ishikawa, former President of the Federation of 
Economic Organizations and a member of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, to head the group may be taken as 
evidence that the mission is expected to achieve definite 
“accomplishments. Indeed, it is reported that Mr. Ishikawa 
will have the authority to sign an agreement for the pur- 
chase of a British reactor if the group decides on the spot 
that this would be sound policy from an economic point 
of view. 

The present domestic program envisages the purchase 
of one reactor in the United States, the possible purchase 
of a second reactor of natural uranium-graphite type, prob- 
ably in Britain, and -the installation of a third reactor, 
using heavy water, to be produced by a Japanese maker. 
The Electrical Enterprise Association has already submitted 
a plan for commercial atomic power to Mr. Matsutaro 
Shoriki, chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission. Ac- 
cording to this plan, the output of atomic electricity, start- 
ing in 1966, would amount to 450,000 kilowatts in that year, 
and steadfiy mount until in 1980 it would reach 11,240,000 
kilowatts. 

This seems a reasonably ambitious plan, all things 
‘considered. Mr. Shoriki, who has been so energetic in 
pushing forward plans, is Gnderstood to have hoped that 
power could be produced in Japan in as short a period as 
five years but the majority of the experts believe that 10 
years is the more likely figure. There is no dilly-daliying 
now but it has to be realized that the application of atomic 
energy to industry is a large and expensive undertaking 
and careful decisions must needs be taken. Although some 
of the plans may be regarded as tentative, Japan is now 
well on the road to taking her proper place in the world 
in this all-important matter. 

West Germany’s recent decision to switch from the 
American-type enriched uranium reactor to the British 
natural uranium type has been taken due note of by Japa- 
nese experts and there is no doubt that the merits of the 


various kinds of reactors now being constructed will be 


fully studied so that Japan can have the most suitable 
equipment. Besides visiting Britain, it might not be amiss 
if the mission also visited West Germany and other Euro- 
pean countries as well as the United States to see how 
they are handling the problems of atomic energy. 


Hungary’s Fate 

Matyas Rakosi, so long the god of the Hungarian scene, 
has had to resign. Perhaps more than any other Red satellite 
leader, Mr. Rakosi patterned himself on the model of Stalin. 

Unscrupulous and severe toward his opponents when he 
had the power to be so, he consistently showed himself 
throughout a career of man’ vicissitudes to be a determined 
Leftist of the extreme type and he early embraced the clas- 
sic Communist dogmas which he always attempted to put 
into practice through force rather than persuasion. 

With the demotion of Stalin and the renewal of rela- 
tion between the Kremlin and Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia, 
with whom Mr. Rakosi nad a longstanding feud, it was 
hardly to be expected thai the Hungarian Red boss could 


retain his ascendancy. Today, old and sick, and admitting — 


to many “mistakes,” he is fiung out unmourned as has been 
the case with so many of the apostles of communism. But 
his failure is really the failure of the doctrines he preached. 

Our chief interest in Rakosi’s fall must lie in hopes for 
Hungary’s future. Since the collapse of the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire, this smal! nation, which has produced 
many.capable men, seems to have become the sport of an 
unhappy fate. 

Red domination has certainly not brought prosperity. 
Mr. Rakosi’s successor, Mr. Geroe, himself admits that 
Hungary is in bad shape and must remedy this in view of 
the recent uprising of Polish workers. But unfortunately 
Mr. Geroe is a Communist of a type not very different from 
Mr. Rakosi’s. His first acts appear to be to demand a large 
increase in the police forces and to assert that the collec- 


tivization of agriculture must be pressed. He promises. 


some reforms but he calls for “iron party discipline and a 
fight against diversionists.” 

The outlook, therefore, is not bright for the Hungarian 
people who long above all for liberty and freedom to re- 
build their country on a democratic, basis. A strong Red 
grip has been fastened upon it through Russian instigation 
and intrigue, and l:berty will not be easily won.

Assignment in Tokyo 


Tichvinsky’s Task Believed to Be Rebuilding of Susan F oothold Here 


The name of Sergey Tichvin- 
sky is closely associated in our 
memory with a strange event 
which took place in London 
several years ago, the so-called 
Burgess-MacLean case in which 
two able diplomats holding im- 
eee posts in the British 

oreign Ministry suddenly dis- 
appeared. 

This event, which gave the 
British people a great shock, 
occurred while  Tichvinsky 
was working in London as the 
chief of intelligence for the 
MVD (Soviet Secret Police). 
Many people believe that he 
might have been the man who 
pulled the strings behind the. 
scene in this case, 

Very lately, his name again 
arrested our attention when it 
was announced, immediately 
after the Moscow fishing talks, 
that he was to be the new head 
of the unrecognized Soviet 
Mission in Tokyo, 

At about the same time, in 
Washington, an important testi- 
mony was given regarding him 
by a former Soviet secret agent 
before the United States Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee 
that he- was a high ranking and 
very capable intelligence officer, 

MVD Colonel 

The witness was Yuri Rast- 
vorov, former lieutenant-colonel 
in the Soviet Secret Police, who 
defected to the West in 1954 
after serving in the Tokyo Mis- 
sion. The testimony was given 
behind ‘closed doors, and reveal. 
ed two days later, 

Tichvinsky is believed’ to 
be an MVD colonel. No exact 
information has been obtained 
about him, even about his age. 
But, according to the Rastvorov 
testimony, he started his career 
as a Soviet intelligence officer 
in 1938 or 1939, 

His career before World War 
Il has been veiled in mystery, 
It has been disclosed, however, 
that he was “actively engaged 
in espionage activity” in China 
against the Chiang Kai-shek 
Government, and was one of 
the chief lieutenants of the 
Soviet ambassador who, the wit- 
ness stated, was the intelligence 
chief there. 


Under Cover 

His activities were conducted, 
needless to say, under dipioma- 
tic cover. His service in China 
lasted for 10 years, approximate- 
ly from 1940 to 1950. He was 
assigned to the Soviet Embassy 
in Peiping, and was councillor 
of the embassy there toward 
the latter part of his stay in 
China. 

From around the start of 1952 
to December 1953, he served as 
deputy chief of the Overseas 
Information Bureau of the Na- 
tional Public Safety Commission 
under Alexander §S. Panyush- 
kin, the then chief of the 
Bureau, assuming at the same 
time a post to supervise the 
principal of the higher intelli- 
gence school of the NPSC. 

What post he was in from 
June to August 1953 has not 
been made clear. He regained, 
however, his former posts in 
September of the same year, 
Then, in December 1953, he 
participated in the executive 
committee of the World Peace 
Council held in Vienna under 
direct order of Foreign Minis- 
ter V. M, Molotov, 


Stint in London 

Following expiration of his 
term of service, he was assign- 
ed, probably in 1953, to the post 
of councillor of the Soviet Em- 
bassy in London, working there 
as the leader of the Soviet in- 
telligence group for the MVD, 

All of these facts point to 
Sergey Tichvinsky’s position as 
a very capable intelligence offic- 
er with long experience—a 
veteran in what we might call 
the “secret war.” Since we 
have no evidence to the con- 
travy, we have little choice, as 
Foreign Minister Shigemitsu is 
reported to have stated, but to 
believe the truth of the Rast- 
vorov testimony. 

The Soviet Mission, of which 
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By CHU SAITO 
Tichvinsky is now the new 
head, was established after the 
war under the Allied Council. 
Since the. coming into effect of 
the San Francisco Peace Treaty, 
Japan has naturally ignored its 
existence, | 

Tichvinsky was allowed to 
enter this country by the Japa- 
nese Government in May this 
year to suceted Andrei Domnit- 
sky who ceturned to his home 
country. 

His arrival in Tokyo as the 
official representative of the So- 
viet Government has greatly 
perplexed the Japanese Govern- 
ment. 

His diplomatic status has, of 
course, not been recognized by 
the Government. He, however, 
stuck to the stand that he would 
not negotiate with the Japanese 
unless the Japanese Govern- 
ment officially took cognizance 
of the Soviet Mission in Tokyo. 
Thus, the Japanese Government 
was forced into a _ position 
wherein it had to recognize his 
Status at least in connection 
with the fisheries problem. 


Soviet Intentions 

What can the real intention 
of the Kremlin be, then, to as- 
sign such an able and experi- 
enced intelligence officer to 
serve in the Japanese capital? 
Lt. Colonel Rastvorov’s testi- 
mony includes, again, many im- 
portant suggestions to throw 
some light upon this question, 

Rastvorov declared that there 
was no question “that Tichvin- 
sky has been given the task of 
re-establishing contact with 
Japanese Communists and build- 
ing up a new agent network” 
in this country. 

This is conceivably possible 
since the Kremlin leaders are 
believed to be in urgent need 
of auch a network to achieve 
their aims in Japan. Rastvoroy’'s 
defection broke up the Soviet 
spy system in this country, for 
all of the experienced intelli- 
gence officers assigned here 
were sent back to their hore 
country. The Soviet Mission 
in Tokyo thus had a hard time 
re-establishing contact with the 
Japanese Communist Party. 
Tichvinsky was chosen for the 
important task of rebuilding the 
Russian foothold because he 
is known for his ability and 
long experience in the Far East. 

To Foster Party 

It may be true that neither 
the Soviet Union nor Com- 
munist China entertains much 


hope in the present Communist. 


Party of Japan. But, it does 
not necessarily mean that they 
are utterly disappointed in it 
and have given.it up. 

On the contrary, it must be 
their earnest desire to estab- 
lish a strong Communist force 
in this country which could 
cooperate with them for their 
purposes. 

It is supposed that the task 
assigned to Tichvinsky is to 
foster, strengthen and organize 
the Communist movement into 
a vigorous power. 

For this task, his 10 years’ 
service in China has an exceed- 
ingly important meaning. He 
was engaged there in recruit- 
ing Japanese prisoners of war 
and internees to work as So- 
viet agents on their return to 
Japan, 

Rastvorov stated that he, too, 
had participated, in 1948, in this 
recruitment of prisoners of war 
in the Far East, and his testi- 
mony further disclosed that the 
MVD intelligence service recruit- 
ed’ approximately 400 Japanese 
to use as agents. And many 
of them are now in this coun- 
try spread out widely and pene- 
trating deeply into every stra- 
tum of society. 


Will Make Contact 

The Rastvorov testimony says: 
“Some of these agents were used 
after their return to Japan, 
Some of them were put on ice 
temporarily, and we can assume 
that Tichvinsky will be engag- 
ed in .re-establishing contact 
with some of these people, who 
up until now have not been ac- 
tive as Soviet agents but who 
are now important to Soviet in; 
telligence because of their pos- 
sible sensitive positions.” 


_In addition. to these 400 pris- 

oners of war, a large number 
of Japanese have been recruit- 
ed to serve as “imformers.” 
Moreover, Tichvinsky has con- 
tacts with those agents who 
have filtered into Taiwan. 

A hidden organization already 
exists. What is wanting now js 
only the man to inspire it with 
life and to direct. its course. 
Tichvinsky is nae that 
man. 


The Soviet-Japanese peace 
talks will be reopened at the 
end of July. The restoration of 
diplomatic relations on Soviet 
terms seems now inevitable. To 
bring Japan to her Knees, the 
Soviet leaders utilized the ques- 
tion of internees. This is a 
question affecting humanity, 
and not that of diplomatic re- 


lations, 
Sheer Coercion 
They say that those internees 
shall be promptly released as 
soon as the diplomatic rélations 
between the two countries are 
restored in whatever form. Such 


an attitude is no more than 


sheer coercion. 

And they also lost no time in 
using the fisheries issue for 
their purposes, The significance 
of the fishing talks lay in the 
fact that they had been treated 
from the first as inseparably 
bound up with the problem of 
the restoration of diplomatic re- 
lations, The agreement is due 
to come into effect on the re- 
sumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions. Or, to state it in another 
way, the effectuation of the fish- 
ing agreement means the resto- 
ration of diplomatic relations. 

It is beyond all manner of 


doubt that, after the restoratior 
of diplomatic relations, a strong} 
Soviet agency will be establish- 
ed in Tokyo with one of the 
most talented and the most ex- 

rienced intelligence officers as 
its head. 

A chief cause for anxiety at 
this momentous junction is that 
Japan is now divided into two 
camps sharply lined up against 
each other, offering every oppor- 
tunity for their exploitation. In 
this connection, we cannot but 
be envious of the impressive 
manner in which all factions of 
the British Labor Party as reép- 
resented by Hugh Gaitskell, 
Aneurin Bevan and Alfred Rob. 
ens, came together in a single 
unified position against the So- 
viet Union on the occasion of 
the recent visit to their country 
of the Kremlin leaders, 

Rallied to Support 

Although normally taking 
different stands on internal ques- 
tions, these leaders rallied to 
support the Conservative Gov- 
ernment in their negotiations 
with the Soviets. In so doing, 
they denied the Russians an ad- 
vantage, long enjoyed in deal- 
ing with Japan, of setting one 

up or bloc against another 
to the disadvantage of the offi- 
cial government = representa- 
tives. 

The moral to be learned from 
the British is that a nation united 
at home, and -.prepared ‘Yeso- 
lutely to defend those points 
and principles in which it be- 
lieves, seems to fare rather 
well in dealing with the Soviets. 

Agriculture and Forestry Min- 
ister Kono has repeatedly em- 
phasized that the Japanese view 
of the Soviet Union has so far 
been too “optimistic.” We agree 
that it has been; But we may

The United States Office of 
Education recently recommend- 
ed the building of 476,000 class- 
rooms at a cost of §16 billion 
within the next three years. 

In his report, Samuel Brow- 
nell, Education Commissioner 
says; “However you interpret 
the facts, it is clear that there 


is a big classroom deficit. There 
will be many more classrooms 
needed each year as far as we 
can see ahead.” 


Buildings and classrooms are 
needed, to be sure. But let us 
beware of the tendency to think 
of a school as just a building. 

In the strict sense of the 
term, the teacher makes the 
school. No matter how elabo- 
rate the building and equip- 
ment, no school will ever be 
any better than its teachers, As 
a matter of fact, a good teach- 
er, teaching the right ideas, 
could teach the students any- 
where, 


What Henry Adams said when 
America was just starting as a 
young nation still stands, “A 
teacher affects eternity; he can 
never tell where his ee 
stops.” 


Do your part to encourage 
more voung people with a love 
of God and their fellowmen to 
take up a career in teaching.

WASHINGTON—Government 
policy on the creeping paral- 
ysis of the steel strike has 
puzzled labor and _ industry 
leaders, Two conflicting views 
have come from White House 
and Cabinet. 

Eisenhower aides have told 
newsmen that the Administra- 
tion did not want a strike, that 
they were worried over what a 
prolonged strike would do to 
the economy; that they feared 
a chain economic reaction might 
throw hundreds of thousands 
out of work, 


Yet simultaneously, Secretary 
of Labor Mitchell, Ike’s No. 1 
labor adviser, has not yet con- 
sulted with the President, as of 
this writing. White House 
aides further say they have not 
wanted to talk to General 
Eisenhower about the strike 
for fear it night upset him. 

How far the Administration 
has gone to keep hands off the 
strike is illustrated by the fol- 
lowing: 


1. Secretary Mitchell made a 
public statement that the gov- 
ernment would not intervene. 
Mitchell, a smart and broad- 
gauged Cabinet member, must 
have known this was arrogant 
meddling with the Taft-Hartley 
Act, which specifically states 
that he has nothing to do with 
Federal mediation. The Fede- 
ral Mediation Service was given 
complete and separate power to 
the steel companies that they 
could go the limit without in- 
terference from the Govern- 
ment. This weakened the hand 
of labor. 

2. The Yederal Mediation 
Service did not make a single, 
solitary move to prevent the 
strike, though fully empower- 
ed to do so, Associate Director 
Clyde Mills made a public state- 
ment that the disagreement 
“was susceptible to settlement,” 
that it was a “matter of getting 
in and giving it a push.” But 
no push was made. After the 
strike was finally called it tr 
11 days for the Federal Media- 
tion Service: to arrange a meet- 
ing of the two sides. 

3. Most potent economic 
force in .the Administration, 
astute Secretary of the Trea-

-sury George Humphrey, did not 
intervene. Humphrey owns a 
steel company, National Steel; 
also the biggest coal company 
in the world, Pittsburgh Con- 
solidated; also a fleet of boats 
on the Great Lakes which ¢Car- 
ry iron ore to the steel mills. 
He has not hesitated to step in 
where economic ‘matters were 
concerned, (It was Humphrey 
who put across the St. 
rence Seaway after 20 years of 
delay, thereby expediting ore 
shipments from his Labrador 
iron fields.) But in the steel 
strike he did not move, 

Labor and industry conclude, 
therefore, that the Administra- 
tion, though unhappy about a 
strike, did not want to incur in- 
dustry criticism by intervening. 


Nixon and Chiang 

Inside reason why the State 
Department suddenly ordered 
Vice-President Nixon to stop off 
at Taiwan to see Chiang Kai- 
shek was a warning that 
Chiang was planning some sui- 
cide raids against the China 
coast which would upset the 
uneasy truce in the Far East 
and might threaten war right 
on verge of the Eisenhower re- 
election campaign, 


Nixon did a good job of soft- 
soaping the Generalissimo and 
getting him to promise to be- 
have. The bargain he made 
was that the U.S.A. would 
steadfastly oppose Red China's 
admission to the U.N. Chiang 
had become aroused over re- 
cent confidential notes leaking 
out of the White House show- 
ing that Eisenhower favored 
recognition of Red China. 

While calm has been restored 
on Taiwan, almost anything 
can happen there if Chiang 
once again gets the idea his 
chief ally is deserting him.
